set betokened conviction on their part 
that they had colgr to ask for what they 
wanted and rooeire It. It Is new pretty 
well settled that the government will 
not 8upj)ort an eight hour measure at 
present, and it is equally apparent that 
the opposition are so evenly divided on 
the question that not even political 
capital suHicient to win a single parlia- 
mentary seat can be made out of the 
I)rop<j>al. 

Even Mr. (Jladstone, ready .oh ho is to 
espouse tli'^ cause of the opjiressed, has 
felt impelled to advise the representa- 
tives of the miners to consider the ques- 
tion of legalizing an eight-hour work 
day from other points of view than 
their own, before engaging in a contest 
for aomething that perhaps it will be 
found many workingmen do not want, 
and from other political leaden the dep- 
utation have received still less encourage- 
ment. The jieraiHtence of the delegates, 
however, is commendable as evincing a 
imanimity of jiurpose on the part of the 
vast lio ly of men they represent which 
marser^e them in good stead on some 
future oc' tusion, if it doss them no sob- 
stautiul good now.

In the 
sale or re-sale of any hogshead thvre 
shall be no deduction from tbe ntt weight 
by reason of ihe sample, but in every 
instance the owner shMli be entitled to 
full wei.h', as if no s.itu()le had been 
taken. No additional charge shall 
be made for weighing so as tu 
IticreaHe the price of selling to a 
greater amount than herein specifiec*. 
It shall be unlawful for any warehouse- 
man or commission merchant to hypo- 
ecate or 'pledge any tjbacco shipped to 
or stored with him or issue any wsre- 
house receipts on any tobicco in his pos- 
session, without the written consent of 
the owner, and In the event be doee so 
with in' .«;iid written consent, such pledge 
or warehouse receipt shall vest no title to 
the goods in the bolder of eald pledge or 
receipt, that is to SHy, the owner of '.he 
property can not be divested of title to 
tbe property without his written consent 
The proprietor or commission merchant 
shall, for every violation of the act, be 
liable to the psrty sggrieved thereby In 
the sum of $.')0 for each violation thereof, 
to be recovered by warrant before any 
tribunal in Kentucky having juriadiction.

Motions were made by the defendants' 
attorneys that tho court instruct the 

jury to bring a verdiot of actinittal on 
gtound tluiit there was nu evidence 
against the prisoners. The judge al- 
lowed the motion on behalf of Kava- 
naugh, but overruled in belialf of OM ton- 
nell. Kavaiiaugii will !»■ i'ormally 
acquitted on the opening of Uie court.
